INJURED GIRL 
IS CARRIED ON 
ROYAL TRAIN 


BRIGHTON, Ont., May 22. — 
Miss Margaret Lapp of Brighton 
became the first unscheduled pas- 
senger on the Royal train last 
night when she fell from a bridge 
to the tracks beside the palace 
on wheels carrying the King and 
Queen toward Toronto. 

The train had made a service 
top near this village, 20 miles 
east of Belleville, when the girl 
fell fom the unlighted bridge. 
The train was held up 20 minutes 
while she was treated by Ser- 
geant-Captain H. White, medical 
officer to His Majesty, and then it 
carried her a_ half-mile into 
Brighton, where she was given 
into the care of a doctor, 

Miss Lapp, correspondent of the 
Toronto Evening Telegram and 
staff reporter of the Brighton En- 
sign, suffered an ankle injury. It 
was not determined whether the 
ankle was broken,

It is my privilege, as your King, 
to unveil today, i1 your capital city, | 
the noble memorial to Canada’s 
spirit and sacrifice in the Great 
War 

It is almost a quartet of a cen- 
tury since the beginning of the 
Great War. Four years earlier my 
father had succeeded to the throne. 
For many, the memories of the war 
wilt always have an immediate as- 
sociation with this reign. It has 
been given to me today to recall 
Canada's part in the great conflict. 
Fortunately, my. task is already 
largely performed, for in the beauti- 
ful work of art which I have just 
unveiled vivid and enduring ex- 
pression has been given to the spirit 
of Canada. 


IS NOT SURPRISED 


The time and the place of today’s 
ceremony are not without signifi- 
cance. 

I am not surprised that it has 
taken many years to bring this me- 
morial into being, and to give it 
this appropriate setting. On the 
battlefields of Europe, and through- 
out the Dominion, there are many 
memorials to Canada’s honored 
dead. Today, in her own capital, 
Canada dedicates her national me- 
morial. 

The memorial speaks to the world 
of Canada’s heart. Its symbolism has 
been beautifully. adapted to this 
@reat end, It has been well named 
“The Response.” One sees at a 
glance the answer made by Can- 
ada when the world’s peace was 
broken, and freedom threatened in 
the fateful years of the Great War. 
It depicts the zeal with which this 
country entered the conflict.

Franco’s great “victory parade” final- 
ly came off Friday—in a deluge of rain. 
There were, it is said, 127,000 Spanish 
soldiers in the line, 10,000 Italians, 8,000 
Moors and 5,000 Nazis. If the figures are 
correct, they do something to confirm the 
prediction in the despatch that these mer- 
cenaries will “leave Spain within two 
weeks.”” With so heavy a preponderance 
of Spanish troops at his command, Franco 
is in position to see that they go accord- 
ing to schedule whether they want to or 
not. P 

This parade is important because II 
Duce long ago told Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain there could be no four-power 
concert to keep peace in Europe until 
Franco was established as master of 
Spain, and later on said the Italian troops 
would not be withdrawn until the dem- 
onstration was over. Franco is undoubt- 
edly master now, and the demonstration 
has been held. Do the Italian levies de- 
part, or has the Mussolini mind taken 
another turn? 


A National Undertaking 


With hearty approval from all quar- 
ters, parliament voted $3,250,000 with 
which to carry on the Prairie Farm Re: 
habilitation scheme. The unanimity on the 
subject should be gratifying to the west; 
as it is creditable to the broad-mindedness 
of the eastern members. While the vote 
is not large in view of the immensity of 
the undertaking, the sum is presumably 
enough to carry out the year’s instalment 
of the reconstruction program; and a good 
many artificial ponds can be scooped out, 
and other drought-preventing improve- 
ments made, with that amount of money. 

This work has been under way for sev- 
eral years. The results seem to justify 
the cost and to have proven the worth of 
the- methods followed. The satisfactory 
feature is that there is no disposition on 
the part of any group or section to cavil 
at the expenditure. That is fortunate, 
because the rehabilitation job is a large 
one and parliament will have to vote a 
good many millions more before it is com- | 
pleted. Parliament, it is to be gathered, is 
now convinced that the “dry ‘belt’ is 
worth saving. It is. 


Nature Does Its Part 


The soaking rains of last week were 
worth many millions of dollars to the 
people of Alberta, by the improvement of 
crop conditions, the freshening of pas- 
tures, and the checking of forest fires. 
The crop situation was not previously

serious, save in southern areas where soil- 


drifting had occurred. But crops every- 


where needed rain. The dry warm weath- 
er of April and early May had sucked up 
the moisture left by the melting of the 
winter’s generous snow-fall and baked the 
ground thoroughly. 

Germination was accordingly slow, as 
the city gardener knew who waited weeks 
for a show of vegetation in his seeded 
beds. But by Friday beds which had been 
bare and brown when the week began 
showed clearly demarked rows of plants; 
lawns had turned from yellow to green, 
and the trees seemed to have sprung into 
full leaf. What happened in the city gar- 
dens may be taken as an indicator of 
what the rains meant to field crops and 
grazing lands in the country. 

Incidentally, the ample moisture will 
be welcomed in many sections also be- 
cause it will retard the hatching of grass- 
hoppers, while it should lessen the menace 
of the caterpillar plague with which this 
part of the province was said to be 
threatened. 

Nature here is playing its part in the 
historic drama that engages the attention 
of Canadians just now, It will be a smil- 
ing landscape that stretches before the 
King and Queen when they come to Al- 
berta this week. 


The Facts Behind the Scoffing 


Prime Minister Chamberlain held out 
the olive branch to Chancellor Hitler on 
Friday; and it got a “frosty reception” at 
Berlin—not from the Fuehrer but from 
the yes-men who are supposed to speak 
for him. The Premier said Britain—and 
by implication its allied and associated 
powers—is prepared to discuss terms for 
a long-range agreement to preserve peace 
The officials at Berlin said this “contri-

buted little of positive value” to a settle- 
ment. 

What do they expect? Is it their idea 
that Britain and France will offer to re- 
store Germany's lost colonies—which, by 
the way, they have no legal power to do— 


in hope of thereby “appeasing” the un-- 


appeasible Fuehrer? Herr Hitler prob- 
ably expects nothing of the kind. He has 
said the colonies are not worth fighting 
for; and they are not. And even he cannot 
imagine Britain and France have been 
pouring hundreds of millions into arma- 
ments just as a preliminary to signing on 
the dotted line under threat. 

The fact is the Fuehrer has marched 
himself into a blind alley and now faces 
the problem of how to get out. His policy 
of intimidation, deception and grab has 
produced one result he should have fore- 
seen. It has destroyed his credit. There 
isn't a government on earth that believes 
he is to be trusted. The only way he can 
restore faith in his intentions or his prom- 
ises is to reverse his policy—and give 
proof by action that the reversal is 
genuine. 

But what would the militaristic mach- 
ine he has built up do to him if he under- 
took to scrap it and return to the methods 
of peaceful negotiation? The yes-men 
wouldn't be yes-men any more if he told 
them they must doff their gaudy uni- 
forms, abandon their dreams of martial 
glory—and go to work. That is some- 
thing the Fuehrer has to think about.

Three kings met last week in a chilly recep- 
tion in the North Atlantic.

King George, bent on a voyage of state such 
as none of his predecessors had ever attempted, 
had thought to pass easily through the regions 
ruled by Neptune and Boreas, He had not 
thought to consult them or ask for a safe conduct, 
and, not unnaturally, they wondered why. Per- 
haps, if the truth were known, they were even a 
trifle jealous. —Vancouver Province, 


Scope for Initiative 


There is truth in Mr. Dunning’s complaint 
that perhaps too many of us, including too many 
of our industrialists, are waiting for help, or 
leadership, or some sort of encouragement from 
the government. It is a modern tendency, this 
business of looking to governments, and it is not 
a particularly sound nor helpful one. At best, 
under the most favorable circumstances, there is 
a limit to what governments can do. Also, and 
despite everything, there s still a field in Canada 
for intelligent private enterprise; still rich prizes 
for sharp swords. Even a war would not mean 
that all fields of endeavor in this country would 
be closed.

financial or commercial evils, We can only carry 
on as best we can, realizing that we are to a very 
large extent dependent upon international and 
world developments, yet confident the while that, 
come what may, the richness of our resources, 
the wealth of the land that has been vouchsafed 
to us, leaves our position far from hopeless.— 
Ottawa Journal. . 


“God Save the King” 


In the House of Commons a few weeks ago 
Mr. T. L. Church inquired if any National An- 
them other than “God Save the King” was 
recognized by the Government and, if so, by 
what authority. The Prime Minister’s reply was 
as follows: 

“There is no law recognizing the National 
Anthem; it is a question of convention and cus- 
tom. As a member of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations Canada is using as a National An- 
them, and will continue to use, ‘God Save the 
King.’ As is the case with other members of 
the Commonwealth, another anthem with par- 
ticular reference to the country itself has also 
been sanctioned by usage in Canada, namely, 
‘O Canada’.” 

While Mr. King’s explanation may be suffi- 
cient for Parliamentary formality, sanction for 
the anthem is found deep in the hearts of British 
people. Its invocation is not meaningless, nor 
is the simplicity of words and music insignificant. 

Obscurity of the anthem’s origin but em- 
phasizes its growth out of British respect for the 
monarch, The Words have been credited to Dr. 
John Bull, who lived in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. Henry Carey is said to have 
sung it as his own composition in 1740. James 
Oswald, a Scotsman, claimed credit for some part 
in it. Authorities agree that both words and 
music, published in 1745, evolved from earlier 
forms.—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


Canada at World’s Fair 


Whatever the general value of the great ex- 
hibition at New York, the Dominion Govern- 
ment was wise to accept the valuable opportunity 
for publicity for Canada. The arrangement of 
effective national displays at such shows has 
become a fine art, and our Trade and Commerce 
Department has excelled itself in the past in the 
quality of its displays. 

There is no country in the world where Can- 
ada would benefit more from effective publicity 
than in the United States, and from our part in 
the great fair at New York and the greater atten- 
tion that will be drawn to this country, we 
should benefit in the way of trade and of invest- 
ments, and of attracting an increasing number of 
tourist visitors. 


A striking feature in the Canadian pavilion is 
a great map of the Dominion extending the full 
width of the building and made of burnished 
Canadian copper. It features our mining areas, 
wheat fields, lumbering, water ~ower and similar 
resources, each of which is illuminated separ- 
ately from an automatic switchboard. Two large 
murals show Canada at work and Canada at 
play. It is all good advertising. Dominion Day 
will be Canada’s day at the fair, end Premier 
King will be present. 

The up-to-the-minute character of these great 
exhibitions makes them a rather striking record 
of the progress of the times. One only needs to 
compare what people saw at the World’s Fairs of 
20 or 25 years ago with what they see at New 
York this year. And what will the fairs be like 
25 years hence?—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Hot Dog

American delicacy, the hot dog, at a picnic 
luncheon served on the porch of the President's 
new house at Hyde Park.

There’s a movement among the clergy in 
England to expose superstitions, in face of a 
growing belief in omens and superstitions. For- 
tune-telling by cards, tea leaves and the muscle 
lines of the hand are evidence of superstition. 
The clergy are the best people to tackle the de- 

bunking, since so many of the 
ARE YOU A BIT common _§ superstitions are 
SUPERSTITIOUS? rooted in religious history. 

Thirteen became tagged as an 
unlucky number, since Judas, the first to rise 
from The Last Supper where thirteen sat at table, 
hanged himself next day. The superstition about 
spilling salt is based on a legend that Judas upset 
the salt at the Last Supper. People who spill 
salt throw some over the left shoulder “into the 
Devil's eye.” Belief commonly held that walking 
under a ladder will bring ill-luck, has nothing 
to do with fear lest the ladder collapse. It has 
its origin in the early pictures of the Crucifixion, 
in which a ladder leaned against the Cross. Under 
the ladder could be seen the Devil gnashing his 
teeth. This bit of realism in an age when the 
Devil was a very real person led to the super- 
Stitious belief that the area under a ladder was 
the Devil's territory. 

The old sailing ship crews would never leave 
port On a Friday, believing that to do so would 
tempt providence. One Liverpool ship-owner 
tried to break the superstition by having the keel 
of a new ship laid on a Friday. The launching 
took place on a Friday, and the ship set sail on 
her maiden voyage on a Friday. The owner did 
very well on the insurance money. 

It isn’t surprising that common folk are 
superstitious when the late President Wilson had 
a harseshoe in his study, when John D. Rocke- 
feller, pious Baptist, would enter no business deal 
unless he had in his pocket a hollow stone with 
fragments that rattled inside, and Sir Henry 
Segrave, the speed king, won't race unless he car- 
ries a rabbit’s foot with him. It’s tragical, of 
course, when a poor bride reaches church for her 
wedding, heart-broken because she passed a 
funeral on the way, and fearful that all her 
babies will be born dead in consequence. But, 
despite what the debunkers say, I still fee] it is 
unlucky to be run over by a streetcar on a Friday.

Bladder stones are most frequent- | 
ly found in men past the age ee 
forty. Although these stones may 
be found in both sexes, they are) 


relatively uncommen in women. 
Apparently the tendency to bladder | 
stone formation is inheritable, and | 
may be passed from one generation | 
to another. 

These stones are found to a) 
greater extent in some localities 
than in others, being influenced by | 
such factors as climate and the | 
hardness of the drinking water. Diet 
| also seems to have considerable in- | 
fluence, and bladder stones are 
seemingly found most often among 
| those using a diet composed chief- 
}ly of starch. A monotonous diet 
made up mainly of carbohydrate 
| foods is the type of diet blamed | 
most often by medical authorities 
for favoring the forming of blad- 
der stones. 

Possibly the explanation is that 
these starchy foods encourage 
| fermentation in the intestinal tract, 
| with the fermentation releasing sub- 
stances which directly or indirectly 
give rise to stone formation.

The situation developed to a point 
where, overcome perhaps by the 
spectacle of the sovereign and his 
consort losing themselves in a vast 
sea of people, men and women wept

Founder Of Regiment | 
Greets Veterans On Ar- 


rival Here 


One of the most colorful and 
enthusiastic welcomes ever given 
to a visitor to this city was ac- 
corded Lt.-Col. A. Hamilton Gault, 
D.S.0., founder of the Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry, 
when he arrived here for a two- 
day visit Saturday evening. 


About 100 persons, many of whom | 
were former members of the famous | 


unit, officers of city militia units, 
and the 49th Battalion pipe band 
led by Pipe Major Henry Laing, 
gathered at the Canadian National 
station to welcome the Colone] and 
Mrs. Gault to Edmonton 

As the Colonel descended from 
the train the Pipe Band went into 
action, and the stirring notes of the 
bag-pipes rang out in the night air 
The band preceded the party 
through the station, and the music 
filled the rotunda. 


RECEPTION 

From the station they went direct 
to the Prince of Wales Armories 
where a special reception had been 
arranged. Here Col. Gault re- 
newed acquaintances with his old 
friends who had served with the 
regiment which he founded shortly 
after the outbreak of the Great 
War. 

During the evening Col. Gault 
visited the mess rooms of the First 
Battalion, Edmonton Regiment 

(49th Battalion, C.E.F.), where he 
was greeted by Lt.-Col. W. G. Still- 
man, officer commanding, on be- 
half of his officers and men, As 
the 49th and the P.P.C.L.1. were 
sister regiments overseas many of 
the faces were familiar to him, 
and he was enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the men of the 49th. 

In an interview with reporters he 
pointed out that there was no pur- 
pose to his visit and present tour 
of the Dominion except to 
his friendship with members of the 


regiment. 
Although he lived in Montreal | 
before he went overseas, he now 


lives at Hatch Court, Taunton, Som- 
erset, England. His tall, powerful 
figure belies his 56 years. A veteran 
of two wars, he served with Cana- 
dian forces in the Boer War as well 
as the Great War.

The Colonel, who was member of 
the British House of Commons from 
1924 unti] 1935, reported that great

Majesties to this country. “It is| 


certain to have an influence on the 
development of an Empire feeling,” 
he stated. 

In 1914 war was forced upon 
Great Britain and she was not 
ready for it.- The very fact that 
they were unprepared is proof 
that England did not want war, 
he told reporters. But today, al- 
though Britain still has no desire 
for war, she is much better pre- 
pared to resist armed force from 
other nations if it should be ne- 
cessary.

CIVILIANS INVOLVED 

“The next war will not be between 
armies, but between nations,” Col 
Gault declared. “By that I mean 
that civilian populations, as well as 
the armed forces, will be vitally in- 
terested from the first. The Span- 
ish campaign showed us that under 
the new tactics armed forces will be 
thrown against civilian populations 
rather than against each other. 

“For that reason I believe that 
there should be a compulsory 
register of all persons. By this I 
do not mean conscription. But 
every man, woman and child 
should be registered, and as they 
will be interested in what goes on 
whether they are in the army or 
not, their actions should be de- 
termined by some governing 
authority which would allocate 
duties and responsibilities to each 
and every person,” he said.
